with. all. But those whom you meet 
in such circttro tin: e you are not 

compelled to make intimate friends. 
But cvfi-y one needs intimate friends, 

and it is necessary that those should 
he well chosen. A had friend may 
prove your ruin. You should there- 
fore he slow and cautious in the 

formation of intimacies and friend- 
ships. 

Do not he suddenly taken with any 
one, and so enter into a hastv In. aid 

ship, for you mil lie mistaken, and 

soon repent of it. There is much in 

the old adage " All is not gold that 
shines." A pleasing exterior often 

conceals a corrupt heart. Before 
you enter into close intimacio 
friendships, study the characters of 
persons whom you propose to cho 
for companions.
